Four hundred representative Long 
Islanders at the 1950 inaugurakan- 
nual dinner of the association in 
j the Garden City Hotel;' heard Henry 
J. Tayloi 1 , news commentator, author 
and traveler, speak on “Your Land 
and.Mine.”,- •' 

Vigorous^" criticizing the United 
States’ foreign policy, Mr.. Taylor 
quoted Lenin as saying,, “The day. 
will come when we will force the 
United— States—to .Lsp en d Itself to 
destruction.” •' .. 

■He asserted that this statement is 
still the core of the Russian attitude 
.toward the United States and “un¬ 
less we .preserve our American way 
of life through private enterprise, 
we will be forced into a. situation 
that can only Increase the prob¬ 
ability of aggressive action." He 
pointed out examples of the atti¬ 
tude of the Kremlin in counting on 
the breakdown of the national gov¬ 
ernment which has been endangered 
by the borlng-frbm-within tech¬ 
nique of. the Communists. 

What the .Russians fear most," 
said Mr. Taylor, “is the maintenance - 
of America’s productive capacity 
which is unmatched in the world.” 
He strongly urged economy in gov¬ 
ernmental expenditures and pointed 
out that the Hoover Commission’s 
recommendation for economy and 
efficiency In the Federal Adminis¬ 
tration would do much to improve 
the economic strength of the United 
States. 

■President Arthur T. Roth, of 
Rockville Centre, spoke briefly, re¬ 
porting that the association was 
actively engaged In an effort to 
attract desirable industry to the 
Island while there are still areas 
available for Industrial use. 

“In bringing selected industry to 
Long 'Island,” said Mr. Roth, "we 
will be making a strong contribu¬ 
tion to our own security. We will 
be helping to make Long Island a 
better place in which to live and 
work. Our objectives are that each 
county toe as self-sustaining as pos¬ 
sible, creating Its own employment, 
filling these jobs with looal people 
and the people, in turn, spending 
their dollars for purchases within 
their local communities."
